The Setting Moon. 

Have you ever had a chance to see 
the moon as It was setting below an 
unobstructed borizon at sea, for exam- 
ple? If so, it was not the moon Itself, 
put its refracted Image, that you saw 
as tbe lower rim touched the horizon 
line, for the moon was already below 
the line. The atmosphere at the horl- 
zon bas a refractive power of one-halt 
a degree, and one-half a degree is the 
measure of the apparent diameter of 
the full moon. Therefore, when you 
see the moon at that time, you don't 
see it. It is the same with the sun, 
for \ts apparent diameter !s also one- 
half a degree. 

No Zigzag Lightning. 

If we had nothing but the unalded 
eye to guide us, we could not easily 
convince ourselves that lightning Is not 
zigzag in its course. but the camera has 
shown that it Is curved, or sinuous. A 
flash seldom lasts longer than the two- 
hundredth part of a second, and It Is

The plantation was a good training: 
school for the born business manu, says 
John C. Reed, the author of “The 
Brother's War.” The successful planter 
allowed nothing slipslod or slovenly 
under hig management. Practical men 
of extraordinary ability were bred by 
the conditions of plantation enterprisa 

My materual graudfather, writes Mr, 
Reed, Iilved on his plantation of more 
than a theusand acres, which he man- 
aged without an overseer. His edu- 
eation had been so scant that he found 
It difficult to read the simplest Eng- 
lish, and to sign his name was the only 
writing | ever kuew him to do. But 
his plantation management was the ad- 
miration of all his uelghbors. 

lils land was sandy and thin, yet 
he made !t yleld more than ample sup- 
port for his numerous family, his rap 
idly increasing force of negroes, his 
blooded horses, his unusually large 
nuurber of hogs, cows, sheep aud goats, 
and a falr quantity of cotton besides. 

The slaves liked sweet potatoes more 
than any other food, and they were a 
favorite food at the “Big House.” His 
supplies never falled. There were some 
unopened “banks” or hills wheo the 
new potatoes came. 

His fine horses required so much 
corn, and so wuch more of It was need- 
ed for bread, that be couid not feed 
it lavishly to his hogs. So he devel- 
oped a succession of peach orchards, 
with which be commenced thelr fatten- 
Ing in the summer. They were four tn 
all. The first one ripened In July and 
the last one late In October. The fruit 
in any particular one ripened at the 
same time, and he cared not how many 
different varieties there were. When- 
ever be tasted peaches away from home 
that he liked, if they were not from 
grafter trees, he would carry away the 
seed, and there was a particular drawer 
labeled with the date, Into which they 
were put. 

Whenever he had need to plant a 
tree the fruit of which was desired at 
that particular time of the year, the 
seed was planted where he wanted the 
tree. He was always replanting In 
place of injured trees and those he had 
found to be Infertor. 

The “fattening” hogs, that Is, those 
to be next killed for meat, were turned 
into the July orchard just as soon as 
the peaches commenced to fall; and 
they went on through the test of the 
series. After peach-tlne these hogs ran 
upon the peas, which were now ripe !a 
the cornfields, after the crn had beep 
gathered.
